THE  EIGHTY-SEVENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
TORONTO  HOUSE  OF  INDUSTRY 
For  the  Year  Ending  March  31st,  1924 

The  87th  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Toronto  House  of  Industry  was 
held  at  the  House  on  Tuesday,  April  29th,  1924,  at  4  o’clock. 

The  Meeting  was  opened  with  Prayer  by  Rev.  Canon  Hart 

The  Chair  was  occupied  by  the  President,  Rev.  T.  Crawford 
Brown,  in  the  unavoidable  absence  of  His  Worship,  The  Mayor. 

Reports  were  presented  by  the  Honorary  Secretary,  Mr.  Chas. 
T.  Stark;  Mr.  R.  C.  Gavin,  Chairman  of  Outdoor  Relief;  Mr.  W. 
P.  Hubbard,  Chairman  of  Casual  Ward  Relief;  A.  Laughlen,  Super¬ 
intendent  ;  Dr.  Chas.  J.  Copp,  Medical  Advisor,  and  Financial  State¬ 
ment  by  the  Honorary  Treasurer,  Mr.  John  H.  Ince. 

A  resolution  adopting  the  reports  and  that  they  be  published  for 
distribution  among  the  subscribers  to  the  work  of  the  House  was  moved 
by  Rev.  Mcnsignor  Hand,  seconded  by  Mr.  Beverley  Jones,  and  carried 
unanimously. 

A  resolution  was  passed  naming  the  membership  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  this  being  moved  by  Mr.  Chas.  T.  Stark  and  seconded  by 
Rev.  Canon  Hart. 

The  Meeting  was  adjourned,  after  which  a  reception  was  held  in 
the  Board  Room. 

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  MANAGEMENT 

The  Trustees  and  Managers  of  the  House  of  Industry  beg  leave 
to  submit  the  report  of  the  work  of  this  Institution  for  the  year  ending 
March  31st,  1924. 

INMATES. 

During  the  year  246  Inmates  have  been  cared  for  in  the  Home. 
The  cost  of  maintenance  was  $21,680.39,  an  increase  of  $2,361.23  as 
compared  with  the  previous  year. 

The  increased  cost  has  been  occasioned  in  great  part  by  renewing 
worn-out  floors  with  hardwood  and  painting  walls  of  the  Institution 
instead  of  using  whitewash  as  formerly.  This  has  added  greatly  to 
the  appearance  of  the  Home  and  the  comfort  of  the  Inmates. 

The  cost  per  capita  has  thus  been  increased  to  50c.  per  day  as 
compared  with  45c.  the  previous  year. 

Of  the  246  Inmates,  only  a  very  small  percentage  are  able  to  do 
any  kind  of  work,  and  those  who  are  able,  assist  in  the  work  of  the 
House.  About  12  per  cent,  of  the  Inmates,  mainly  through  friends  and 


relatives,  contribute  towards  their  support  in  the  Home. 

The  total  average  number  of  Inmates  in  the  Home  was  118.  Of 
the  total  number  of  registered  Inmates,  190  were  males  and  56  females. 
A  number  of  the  women  Inmates  assist  with  sewing  and  mending,  all 
of  the  heavier  work  of  the  Institution  being  performed  by  the  men. 

We  might  refer  here  to  statements  which  have  been  made  in  the 
Press  regarding  many  old  people  having  to  be  cared  for  in  the  jail 
owing  to  there  being  no  other  place  to  send  them.  This  Institution 
exists  for  just  such  cases,  and  at  the  present  time  many  more,  both  men 
and  women,  could  be  accommodated. 

OUTDOOR  RELIEF. 

The  work  of  this  Department  consists  of  assistance  given  to  families 
in  their  homes.  We  are  pleased  to  report  that  there  has  been  a  decrease 
in  this  Department  of  15  per  cent,  during  the  past  year. 

The  number  of  families  assisted  was  4,542,  consisting  of  17,812 
persons,  as  compared  with  5,360  families,  comprising  21,203  persons, 
the  previous  year. 

Of  the  above,  467  had  sickness  in  the  home.  . 

1,661  families  were  assisted  for  the  first  time,  being  36  per  cent, 
of  the  total  number. 

1,599  families  of  returned  men  received  assistance,  at  a  cost  of 
$65,638.95. 

The  cost  of  Outdoor  Relief  for  the  year  was  $186,453.63,  an 
average  cost  of  $41.05  per  family,  compared  with  $45.65  the  previous 
year. 

In  connection  with  applications  for  assistance,  11,127  visits  were 
made  by  our  investigators,  with  the  result  that  325  applications  were 
refused  for  good  and  sufficient  reasons. 

We  might  again  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  entire  cost  of 
salaries  and  wages,  including  all  overhead  expenses  in  the  administration 
of  the  work  of  the  House  of  Industry  in  all  departments  for  the  year, 
has  only  been  $20,872.74,  or  14  per  cent,  of  all  monies  expended. 

Our  two  motors  have  been  kept  going  to  full  capacity  as  in  the 
past,  in  assisting  us  to  cope  with  all  emergency  cases,  and  have  also 
enabled  us  to  give  assistance  in  all  cases  which  required  attention,  even 
the  same  day  that  the  applications  were  received,  as  well  as  enabling 
our  investigators  to  make  a  great  many  more  visits. 

It  affords  us  pleasure  to  again  report  the  splendid  co-operation  of 
the  Medical  Health  Department,  City  Relief  Office,  the  Neighborhood 
Workers’  Association,  the  Social  Welfare  Department,  and  a  large 
number  of  agencies  engaged  in  the  relief  and  social  work  of  the  city. 

wayfarer's  lodge. 

Those  who  are  sheltered  and  cared  for  in  the  Lodge  were  in  the 
majority  homeless  residents  of  the  city,  being  about  67  per  cent,  of  the 
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total  number  sheltered,  while  33  per  cent,  came  from  outside  municipali¬ 
ties.  The  homeless  poor  of  the  city,  numbering  1,508,  were  sheltered 
16,923  nights,  and  those  from  other  municipalities,  737,  were  sheltered 
3,463  nights  during  the  year. 

The  Casual  Poor  from  outside  municipalities  show  a  decrease  this 
year  of  383  persons,  or  34  per  cent. 

Total  meals  supplied,  80,652. 

Total  cost  of  this  part  of  our  work  was  $14,698.82. 

treasurer’s  statement. 

The  Treasurer’s  Statement  at  the  end  of  last  year  showed  a 
total  liability  of  $76,711.13.  Our  expenses  for  this  year  amount  to 
$222,832.84,  as  against  $272,894.46  one  year  ago. 

Receipts  from  all  sources  amount  to  $262,577.82.  This  leaves  a 
total  liability  at  the  end  of  our  year,  March  31st,  1924,  of  $36,966.15. 

For  further  information  as  to  our  financial  condition  we  refer  you 
to  the  Treasurer’s  Statement  and  the  Superintendent’s  Report,  which 
give  separate  details  of  all  branches  of  the  work  done  in  connection  with 
the  House. 

The  Board  wishes  to  record  its  appreciation  of  the  splendid  work 
and  the  devoted  and  faithful  service  or  our  Superintendent  and  his  wife. 

The  Spiritual  Welfare  of  the  Inmates  is  well  looked  after  by 
ministers  of  the  various  denominations.  Several  City  Missions  also 
have  weekly  services  throughout  the  year. 

Numerous  concerts  and  suppers  have  been  provided  by  friends  of 
the  House,  which  contribute  towards  brightening  the  lives  of  the 
Inmates. 

The  Board  of  the  House  sincerely  appreciates  the  splendid  co¬ 
operation  of  all  classes  of  workers  and  earnestly  asks  for  further  interest 
and  help  on  the  part  of  all  citizens  generally  in  carrying  on  this  most 
necessary  and  deserving  work. 

We  again  desire  to  express  our  hearty  thanks  to  the  Consumers' 
Gas  Co.  for  their  generous  gift  of  1,000  bushels  of  coke. 

We  regret  to  have  to  record  the  removal  by  death  of  Mr.  Thomas 
Flynn,  Mr.  Edward  Galley,  Mr.  Alex.  E.  Wheeler  and  M  rs.  Forsyth 
Grant.  Mr.  Flynn  was  appointed  a  Board  Manager  in  1881  and  a 
Trustee  in  1894.  Mr.  Galley  was  appointed  a  Board  Manager  in  1908 
and  a  Trustee  in  1918.  Mr.  Wheeler  was  appointed  a  Board  Manager 
in  1916  and  a  Trustee  in  1923.  Mrs.  Forsyth  Grant,  as  convenor  of 
the  Ladies’  Advisory  Committee  since  1900,  always  took  a  deep  interest 
in  the  affairs  of  the  House,  and  will  be  greatly  missed.

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REPORT  OF  WAYFARERS’  LODGE 


HOMELESS  POOR  OF  TORONTO. 

The  number  of  men  from  Toronto  who  found  shelter  at  the 
Wayfarers’  Lodge  during  the  year,  April,  1923,  to  April,  1924,  was 
1,504,  the  number  for  the  three  consecutive  years  being  1,913,  1,606 
and  1,504. 

The  total  number  of  nights  for  this  class  of  person  was  16,914, 
or  an  average  of  1 1  nights  for  each  person  for  the  year. 

The  number  of  meals  supplied  was  68,886. 

The  cost  of  maintenance  was  $12,554.55. 

POOR  FROM  OTHER  COUNTRIES. 

The  number  of  men  who  came  from  outside  the  city  and  found 
shelter  in  the  Lodge  was  736,  the  total  number  for  the  three  consecutive 
years  being  691,  1,120  and  736. 

The  total  number  of  nights  given  to  this  class  was  3,462,  or  an 
average  of  5  nights  for  each  person  in  the  year. 

The  number  of  meals  supplied  was  11,766. 

The  cost  of  maintenance  was  $2,144.37. 

Therefore,  the  total  number  of  men  sheltered  in  the  Wayfarers' 
Lodge  last  year,  homeless  poor  of  Toronto,  and  poor  from  other  coun¬ 
tries,  was  2,240,  the  number  for  the  three  consecutive  vears  being 
2,604,  2,726  and  2,240. 

The  number  of  women  who  found  shelter  in  the  Lodge  was  5,  4 
being  from  the  city  and  1  from  outside  points.  Number  of  nights’ 
shelter  received  by  w^omen,  10. 

Hence  the  total  number  of  persons  sheltered  during  the  year,  men 
and  women,  was  2,245  (2,240  men  and  5  women),  and  the  total 
number  of  nights  was  20,386. 

The  total  cost  of  the  Lodge  for  the  year  was  $14,698.92. 

For  the  three  consecutive  years  the  cost  was  $9,771.19,  $8,558.75 
and  $14,698.92. 

363  returned  single  young  men  were  given  shelter  in  the  Lodge 
during  the  year,  6,101  nights,  and  received  20,891  meals,  included  in 
homeless  poor  of  Toronto. 
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Meals  supplied  are  as  follows: — 

Breakfast — Bread  and  Butter  and  Tea;  Oatmeal  Porridge, 
Sugar  and  Milk. 

Dinner — Meat  Stew;  Bread  and  Tea;  Rice  Pudding  with 
Sugar. 

Tea — Bread  and  Butter  and  Tea;  Marmalade  or  Jam. 

The  total  number  of  meals  supplied  casuals  was  80,652,  at  a  cost 
of  six  cents  a  meal. 

The  average  number  in  the  building  of  Casuals  during  the  three 
winter  months  (January,  February  and  March)  was  145.

Those  admitted  to  the  Lodge  during  the  winter  months  received 
three  meals  per  day  and  lodging  upon  performance  of  the  labor  test. 
A  warm  bath  is  provided  for  all  casuals,  and  clothing  is  cleansed  by 
steam  process,  cleanliness  being  compulsory.  During  the  summer  months 
the  Wayfarers  are  limited  to  2  nights  per  month. 

At  the  request  of  His  Worship  the  Mayor,  casuals  are  admitted 
until  11.30  p.m. 

All  of  those  who  have  had  the  management  of  the  Lodge  did  the 
work  required  of  them  faithfully  and  satisfactorily.

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REPORT  OF  OUTDOOR  RELIEF 


In  presenting  the  report  of  the  Outdoor  Relief  Committee  for  the 
past  year,  April,  1923,  to  April,  1924,  it  may  be  of  interest  to  note  that, 
on  August  2nd,  1851,  an  Act  was  passed  incorporating  the  “House  of 
Industry  of  Toronto,”  the  object  and  purposes  of  which  are  to  provide 
for  the  destitute  poor  of  the  said  city. 

From  that  time,  and  in  fact  previous  to  that  date,  as  this  is  the 
Eighty-Seventh  Annual  Meeting  of  the  House  of  Industry,  this  Insti¬ 
tution  has  carried  on  the  work  as  set  forth  in  the  Act  of  Incorporation 
of  ministering  to  the  needs  of  the  poor  and  unfortunate  of  our  city. 

While  the  House  is- proud  of  its  long  record  of  past  years,  it  lives 
in  the  present,  and  its  face  it  turned  to  the  future  with  the  hope  of  still 
greater  usefulness. 

Since  the  City  Council  decided  to  confine  the  giving  of  relief  to 
the  House  of  Industry,  the  necessary  accommodation  has  been  provided, 
such  as  waiting  rooms  for  the  applicants — sometimes  as  many  as  200 
at  a  time — office  and  store  room  to  contain  the  large  supply  of  goods 
required  to  carry  on  the  work. 

This  accommodation  is  supplied  without  cost  to  the  city,  together 
with  the  labor  entailed  in  parceling  up  groceries  and  other  necessary 
work  in  connection  with  outdoor  relief. 

The  purchasing  department,  under  the  Superintendent,  Mr. 
Laughlen,  buying  at  wholesale  and  manufacturers’  prices,  makes  a  large 
saving  in  cost  of  all  departments,  but  more  particularly  in  outdoor  relief. 

During  the  past  year  4,542  families  were  assisted,  as  compared  with 
5,360  for  the  previous  year,  showing  a  decrease  of  818  families,  or  15 
per  cent. 

In  the  4,542  families  assisted  there  were  8,439  children. 

Of  these,  2,943  were  families  of  civilians,  comprising  5,089  children, 
and  1,599  were  families  of  soldiers,  comprising  3,350  children.

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There  were  four  investigators  employed  by  the  House  up  to  the 
first  of  January,  when  the  number  was  increased  to  six  for  the  balance 
of  the  winter  months.  This  was  necessitated  by  the  larger  number  of 
cases  requiring  visitation. 

The  investigators  made  11,127  written  reports,  7,799  being  on 
civilian  cases,  and  3,328  on  soldier  cases. 


The  number  of  applicants  refused  relief  for  various  reasons  after 
thorough  investigation  was  325,  of  whom  228  wTere  civilians  and  97 
soldiers. 

656  letters  were  written  to  different  agencies  engaged  in  social 
service  work  from  this  office  during  the  year. 


1,661  families,  or  36  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  cases,  were 
given  relief  for  the  first  time. 

Close  contact  with  other  organizations  interested  in  welfare  work 
is  maintained  to  prevent  duplication,  and  the  staff  were  in  conference 
with  the  following  agencies  in  conducting  investigations :

The  cost  to  the  city  for  the  above  weekly  supply  of  groceries  during 
the  past  winter  ranged  from  $3.52  to  $3.71. 

During  the  year,  34,458  grocery  orders  were  distributed,  made  up 
of  620,244  packages.  3,380  grocery  orders  were  delivered  where  the 
applicant  from  sickness  or  other  cause  was  unable  to  come  for  supplies 
in  person. 


There  was  also  delivered  at  the  homes  of  the  applicants,  1,989  4/5 
tons  of  coal,  341,086  loaves  of  bread  (1  y2  lb.),  and  419,560  pints  of 
milk. 


Every  effort  has  been  made  to  give  relief  in  the  most  direct  manner 
free  from  any  unnecessary  regulations,  at  the  same  time  taking  all 
required  protection  against  imposition  and  fraud. 

The  two  cars  maintained  by  the  House  have  again  proved  of  great 
value  in  enabling  cases  requiring  immediate  assistance  to  be  investigated 
and  supplied  with  fuel  and  food  within  a  few  hours  of  the  time  the  case 
was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Superintendent. 

The  Superintendent  and  Mrs.  Laughlen  have  given  their  best 
thought  and  consideration  to  the  work  of  this  department,  and  the 
investigators  and  office  staff  under  their  direction  have  shown  efficiency 
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and  good  judgment  in  carrying  out  their  duties  and  in  dealing  with  the 
applicants  for  assistance,  all  making  for  the  successful  administration  of 
the  work  of  this  Institution.

On  the  1st  of  April,  1923,  there  were  121  Inmates  in  the  House, 
ard  during  the  year  125  have  been  admitted.  On  the  31st  March  there 
are  130  persons  in  the  House,  showing  that  98  have  been  discharged, 
and  18  have  died. 

Those  coming  to  our  Institution  have  most  of  them  endured  lives 
of  privation,  anxiety  and  strain  of  various  kinds,  generally  suffering  from 
cardio-vascular  disease,  and  the  quiet  routine  of  the  living  provided  in 
the  House  invariably  betters  their  condition. 

We  have  established  a  very  happy  relationship  with  the  Toronto 
General  Hospital,  whereby  those  of  our  patients  who  are  suffering  from 
severe  illness  are  taken  into  the  Hospital,  and  there  receive  appropriate 
medical  treatment,  being  returned  to  our  Institution  on  their  recovery, 
and  we  found  it  possible  to  take  from  several  hospitals  in  the  city,  those 
who  have  no  homes,  following  their  period  of  treatment  in  the  hospital 
concerned.  We  have  sent  fifteen  of  our  Inmates  to  the  hospital  and 
have  received  twenty  during  the  year. 


Of  those  w7ho  have  died,  fifteen  were  men  and  three  women,  all 
advanced  in  years,  and  dying  from  disease  incident  to  old  age.
